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Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Management  for  the  year  1928. 


Your  Committee  beg  to  submit  their  Sixth  Annual  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  vear  ended  31st  December, 
1928. 


It  is  with  deep  regret  that  they  have  to  record  the  death 
of  their  respected  colleague,  Mr.  A.  J.  Coleman,  who,  as  a 
representative  of  Vivian  Lodge  since  1925,  gave  valuable  and 
attentive  service  to  the  Hospital  Movement. 


The  statistical  information  which  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
Report  shows  that  the  year  has  been  one  of  continued  progress. 
The  number  of  patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  has  again 
increased  from  510  in  1927  to  500  during  the  current  year.  The 
average  number  of  beds  occupied  daily  was  27.4  as  ag'ainst  23.82 
for  1927,  and  the  average  weekly  cost  per  occupied  in-patient  bed 
was  £3  8s.  8d.  compared  with  £3  Is.  Id.  last  year. 

The  demands  made  upon  our  Out-Patient  Department  have 
again  been  very  heavy,  the  total  number  of  attendances  being 
4,084.  The  work  involved  in  treatment  and  diagnosis  is,  of  course, 
very  great.  The  attention  given  bv  our  Surgeons  in  conjunction 
with  the  local  medical  practitioners  is  deserving  of  the  greatest 
appreciation. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  report  a 
continuance  of  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  by  which  every  effort 
to  raise  funds  is  supported. 

The  Committee  had  felt  some  anxiety  as  to  the  ultimate 
result  of  the  year’s  income  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  several 
sources  of  revenue  had  been  adverselv  affected,  but,  contrary  to 
all  expectations,  the  total  income  amounting*  to  £7,508  11s.  lOd. 
shows  an  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year  of  £723  14s.  lid..

This  favourable  result  would  doubtless,  not  have  been  attained 
but .  for  the  special  donations  generously  made  by  the  Miners’ 
Welfare  Fund  Committee,  the  Hospital  Linen  League  Committee, 
Mr.  W.  Harrison,  of  London,  Mr.  Horace  Lyne,  Blaen-v-cwm 
Sick  Fund  Committee,  Mr.  G.  Sage,  the  Town  Choral  Society, 
the  Tinworks  Medical  Fund  Committee,  Six  Bells  Miners’  Lodge, 
Bon  Marche  Ltd.,  and  Cwmtillery  Medical  Aid  Committee. 

It  is  significant,  notwithstanding  the  difficult  conditions 
arising  from  trade  depression  and  unemployment,  that  subscriptions 
and  donations  have  increased  from  £038  Os..  9d.  in  1927  to 
£1,463  6s.  7d.  for  the  year  under  review,  while  to  reach  a  figure 
of  £6,045  os.  3d.  in  respect  of  contributions  as  compared  with 
£6,146  16s.  2d.  lor  1927,  is  very  satisfactory. 

These  probably  are  the  most  favourable  aspects  in  con- 
.nection  with  the  year’s  work,  and  prove  in  a  conclusive  manner 
that  the  Hospital  is  “broad-based  upon  the  people’s  will”  and 
secure  in  their  affection. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£7,764  Bis.  9d.  of  which  £6,606  6s.  3d.  was  applied  to  Maintenance 
purposes,  £54  9s.  (id.  to  Capital,  and  the  remainder — £1,104  Is.  Od. 
— consisted  of  Bank  charges.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the 
maintenance  expenditure  was  more  than  covered  by  the  year’s 
income. 

The  Committee  are  again  desirous  of  placing  on  record 
their  appreciation  of  the  services  of  all  who  have  interested  them¬ 
selves  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.  They  acknowledge  the  help 
of  the  local  Doctors,  the  workmen  and  their  Secretaries,  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  Donors,  Cashiers,  Wages  Clerks,  Ministers  of 
Religion,  Employers  of  Labour,  Organisers  of  Entertainments, 
and  all,  who,  by  their  encouraging  services  and  co-operation,  have 
again  ensured  the  successful  continuance  of  the  Hospital’s  work. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  great  interest  displayed 
in  the  Hospital  and  its  patients  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  T.  Richards, 
Mr.  Finlay  Gibson,  Mr.  Frank  Hodges,  Mr.  George  Barker,  M.P., 
Police  Superintendent  Baker,  Mr.  R.  Tudor,  J.P.,  and  the  Ladies’ 
Linen  League,  who,  under  the  able  secretaryship  of  Miss  Dixon, 
have  again  maintained  the  Hospital’s  stock  of  linen;  in  addition, 
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they  have  this  year  contributed,  and  will  do  so  annually,  the  sum 
of  £200,  in  gratitude  for  which  your  Committee  have  decided  to 
erect  a  tablet  over  a  cot  immediately  the  sum  of  £500  has  been 
subscribed. 


During-  the  latter  part  of  the  year  a  committee,  represent¬ 
ative  of  the  townspeople,  was  established,  with  Mr.  Percy  Frowcn 
as  Secretary,  to  which  organisation  the  sincere  thanks  of  the 
Committee  are  accorded  for  the  facilities  afforded  in  obtaining 
increased  assistance  from  the  tradespeople  of  the  town. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Committee  to  elieit  additional 
co-operation  from  Ministers  of  Religion,  and  the  hope  is  still 
expressed  that  in  the  near  future  a  Joint  Committee,  representative 
of  the  Churches  and  Chapels  of  the  town,  will  be  formed  with  a 
view  to  initiating  a  movement  to  organise  a  Hospital  Sunday  each 
year.  We  are  confident  that  the  members  of  the  various  Churches 
will  do  everything  possible  to  promote  such  a  movement. 


The  Committee  are  not  unmindful  of  the  need  for  an 
Ambulance  Car,  for  in  spite  of  the  kind  assistance  afforded  by  the 
Ebbw  Vale  Steel,  Iron  &  Coal  Co.  Ltd.  in  this  respect,  we  feel 
that  the  Hospital  is  incomplete  without  its  own  ambulance.  It  has 
always  been  the  policy  of  the  Committee  to  strive  to  keep  pace 
with  the  rapid  developments  taking  place  in  the  Hospital  world, 
and  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  ensure  the  welfare  and  contentment 
of  the  patients  and  staff. 


It  will,  doubtless,  be  of  interest  to  those  concerned  to  know 
that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  support  through  all 
possible  channels,  and  opportunities  are  provided  for  all  persons 
desirous  of  becoming  subscribers  to  do  so.  The  Secretary  is 
available  on  any  occasion  for  the  purpose  of  addressing  meetings 
and  explaining  the  contributory  scheme  (telephone  Abertillcry 
127). 


The  Statistical  Statement  which  follows,  bears  eloquent 
testimony  to  the  magnificent  work  carried  on  from  day  to  day  by 
the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  and  it  is  fitting  that  an  expression 
of  appreciation  and  thanks  be  accorded  them.  Especially  would 
we  mention  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  Dr.  J.  Dunlop, 


Surgeon-in-charge,  and  our  Matron,  Miss  Downing,  under  whose 
control  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staffs  have  carried  out  their 
duties  with  entire  satisfaction. 

The  relationship  existing  between  Staff  and  Patients  has 
been  such  as  to  merit  the  receipt  of  letters  from  patients  testifying 
to  the  kindness  shown  them.  Nothing  gives  greater  pleasure  to 
the  Committee  than  the  large  number  of  letters  we  receive  from 
patients  of  all  ages,  expressing,  in  most  sincere  terms,  their 
appreciation  of  the  service  which  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  render. 

No  record  of  the  Institution  would  be  complete  without 
grateful  reference  to  the  outstanding  services  of  its  Chairman, 
Mr.  P.  Kocks,  whose  personal  time  and  convenience,  no  less  than 
his  statesmanlike  qualities  and  commercial  ability,  have  been 
devoted  ungrudgingly  to  bringing  the  Hospital  to  such  a  satisfac¬ 
tory  position.

THE  HOSPITAL  CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME 


What  the  “2d.  in  the  Scheme  is. 

1. — A  Hospital  Fund  which  asks  employees  (whether 
in  receipt  of  salary  or  wages  to  give  2d.  out  of  each  £ 
of  earnings,  the  employer  adding  a  minimum  of  12^  per 
cent  of  total  contributed. 

2 —  Traders,  Small  Manufacturers,  and  Shopkeepers 
without  staffs  are  invited  to  contribute  on  the  basis  of  a 
Minimum  Annual  Subscription  (£3  3s.),  payable  in  January 
of  each  year. 

3 —  Domestic  Workers,  Casual  Workers,  etc.,  can  join 
the  Scheme  as  individuals,  and  receive  a  weekly  or  monthly 
card  from  any  member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

4 —  Except  where  arrangements  are  made  to  remit 
quarterly,  it  is  hoped  that  the  combined  contributions  of 
Employers  and  Employees  will  be  sent  every  week,  or  in 
the  second  week  in  each  month.  Cheques  to  be  made 
payable  to  the  Abertillery  &  District  Hospital,  and  sent  to 
the  Treasurer,  Midland  Bank,  Commercial  St.,  Abertillery, 
or  to  the  Secretary,  44  Evelyn  Street,  Abertillery. 

5 —  An  official  numbered  receipt  is  issued  for  all  con¬ 
tributions  received ;  each  contributing  firm  is  invited  to 
display  such  receipt  for  perusal  by  the  contributors. 

fi — Those  interested  and  desirous  of  joining  the  scheme 
are  invited  to  communicate  with  the  Secretary,  who  will 
gladly  accept  an  invitation  to  explain  the  scheme  more  fully 
to  the  .Management  or  Employees  of  anv  firm  or  depart¬ 
ment.  (Telephone,  Abertillery  127). 

7 — After  the  scheme  has  been  explained  to  the 
Employees,  it  might  be  thought  well  to  exhibit  a  notice 
(obtainable  on  application)  to  the  effect  that  the  scheme 
will  be  put  into  operation  on  and  from  a  certain  date,  thereby 
enabling  those  who  prefer  being  excluded  from  the  benefits 
of  the  scheme  to  do  so.

RULES  OF  THE  INSTITUTION, 


Annual  Subscribers  of  Three  Guineas  and  upwards  (and  their 
dependants)  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Hospital. 
Annual  subscriptions  become  due  on  the  31st  January  in  each  year.

Any  organisation  within  the  Urban  area  not  already, 
contributing  may  become  eligible  for  all  the  privileges  on  the;
